A BUDDING performer is about 
to have her dreams come true 
as she gets the chance to per¬ 
form to an audience of thou¬ 
sands. 

Ten-year-old Gerardine 
Nacionales, of Mallow Walk, 
Haverhill, will sing a solo at 
London’s 02 Arena in July after 
being selected from around 900 
hopefuls. 

She will sing Bring me to Life 
by Evanescence in front of an 
estimated 9,000 people. 

Gerardine, who goes to St Felix 
RC Primary School, could hard¬ 
ly believe it when she heard 
she’d been chosen. 

“I actually cried when they 
announced it. I was really sur¬ 
prised,” she said. 

For the past five years, 
Gerardine has been taking 
classes at the Cambridge East 
branch of Theatretrain, a com¬ 
pany which offers professional 
training in the arts for young 
people aged between six and 18. 

Groups across the country are 
uniting for a special show at the 
02 to celebrate Theatretrain’s 
20th birthday, and this is where 
she will get her chance to shine. 

Mum Cherry, 47, said her 
daughter had always loved to 
sing.

She said: “Gerardine started 
singing at a very early age. 

“When I sang Baa Baa Black 
Sheep to her she would sing in 
her baby voice ‘Yes Sir ; Yes Sir'. 

“She sang in a karaoke when 
she was 18 months old and her 
first song was Words by the Bee 
Gees.” 

She was also chosen to sing in 
Haverhill’s Jubilee Concert last 
year and auditioned for Britain’s 
Got Talent, despite being struck 
down with laryngitis. 

She plans to audition again 
this year for the 2014 live shows. 

Cherry, who also lives with 
seven-year-old son Gericho and 


husband Gerardo, 50, said: “It 
has been her dream to sing 
somewhere like the 02. 

“I remember going to watch 
Theatretrain and seeing some¬ 
one doing the big solo and 
thinking that one day it would 
be Gerardine up there.” 

The talented schoolgirl has 
already decided that she wants 
to make a future out of perform¬ 
ing and despite the upcoming 
big show, she does not feel too 
nervous just yet. 

Gerardine said: “I probably 
practice four times a day. I get 
the backing track out and per¬ 
form in front of the mirror. 

“I like doing it because it gets 
me more used to singing. It’s 
really fun and I get to learn dif¬ 
ferent things.” 

Ruth McKechnie, Director of 
Theatretrain for Cambridge 
East, is also very proud of her 
pupil’s success. 

She said: “She’s got a really 
strong voice for a child her age 
and I think she’s got her heart 
set on doing this.” 

The groups will perform at the 
02 Arena on July 14, and mum 
Cherry says that the whole fam¬ 
ily, including Gerardine’s 
grandmother from the 
Philippines, will be there to 
watch.

THE ‘biggest and best show 
Haverhill has seen for years’ 
will take place in July. 

The Summer Bash, on July 
21, will be held on the town’s 
Recreation Ground and a 
mega day of fun with activi¬ 
ties for all the family is prom¬ 
ised by the organisers. 

Chairman of the committee 
David Doughty said the 
vision was to put on a show 
that Haverhill could be proud 
of, as well as raising money 
for good causes. 

He said: “I got fed up with 
going on holiday and walking 
into a little village and seeing 
a fantastic show. 

“For the size of Haverhill we 
could easily knock the socks 
off others.” 

David said that he wanted 
the Summer Bash to be all 
about showcasing the talent 
in the town and using 
Haverhill’s resources to put 
on a great event. 

Local businesses, volun¬ 
teers, attractions and talents 
are teaming up for the day, 
which will run from 11am 
until 5pm, with a ‘lazy’ car 
boot sale starting at 8am. 

Mr Doughty is a photogra¬ 
pher and has run a baby com¬ 
petition at previous shows in 
the town. 


He said: “There is going to 
be lots going on, and it’s 
almost all from local busi¬ 
nesses. 

“It’s Haverhill businesses 
and Haverhill talent putting 
on a show for the people of 
Haverhill and raising money 
for Haverhill good causes.” 

As well as drawing on the 
skills of the town’s residents, 
all proceeds raised are going 
solely to local organisations 
who David and the rest of the 
show’s committee believe 
need help. 

Lamp H will be the main 
beneficiary of the Summer 


Bash, with money also going 
towards The Food Bank, the 
Scouts and the elderly people 
of the town. 

David said: “Instead of help¬ 
ing out a charity that has 
teams which fundraise for 
them, we wanted to help out 
local groups who haven’t got 
a lot of support behind them.” 

The show is already set up 
to provide as much variety as 
you could ask for with danc¬ 
ing, music and other enter¬ 
tainment. 

There will also be a splash of 
a traditional carnival with a 
baby show, cake show, dog 


show and flower show all tak¬ 
ing place on the day. 

A big event promises to be 
the tug of war, taking place 
between the town’s pub 
teams and leisure centre 
teams. 

Though the entertainment 
for the day has been arranged, 
extra help is still needed. 

David said the Town 
Council, who are supporting 
the show, are providing mar¬ 
shalls but more volunteers 
are needed in order to ensure 
a smooth-running day. 

He said: “It’s time we had a 
show to be proud of again, 
especially since the town has 
grown massively in the last 10 
or 15 years.”

"The year nines have been 
studying World War Two and 
his talk brought the reality of 
war much closer to home.”

Three illegal 
immigrants 
found in 
restaurant 

A FINTON restaurant 
could be facing a large 
fine after three illegal 
immigrants were found 
working there. 

The Bangladeshi men, 
aged 42, 38 and 21 were 
working at The Finton 
Tandoori, Bartlow Road, 
when officers stormed 
the premises on June 8. 

The three men, who did 
not have permission to 
be in the UK, tried to flee 
the scene. 

The 42-year-old has 
been released on bail, 
pending removal, while 
the other two men are in 
immigration detention. 

Robin Humphris, from 
Home Office Immigr¬ 
ation Enforcement, said: 
“We are working hard to 
track down and remove 
from the country those 
who seek to abuse the 
UK’s immigration laws. 

“Operations like this 
are carried out regularly 
and we have no intention 
of slowing down.”

Pensioner’s life 
‘was unbearable’ 


A PENSIONER who had her 
purse stolen by an undertaker at 
the scene of her own death, died 
of natural causes, an inquest 
ruled. 

Muriel Swift, 78, was lying dead 
in her Finton home when 
Grahame Fawler, from Fulbourn, 
stole £200 in cash, plus credit 
cards and her PIN details, from 
her purse which lay just a few 
feet from her body. 

The medical causes of her 
death, on July 6 last year, were 
recorded as deep vein thrombo¬ 
sis, a bilateral pulmonary embo¬ 
lism and immobilization of her 
left leg due to a fracture of the 
tibia and fibula. 

Muriel, who lived alone and 
had no family, suffered from dia¬ 
betes and chronic ulcers and was 
visited by carers twice a day. 

She spent three months in hos-

pital before her death after frac¬ 
turing her tibia and fibula when 
she fell from her wheelchair. 

Jane Carpenter, a close friend 
for 16 years, said: “After her fall 
she became very down, she 
wasn’t eating properly and it felt 
like she had given up, she just 
wanted to leave hospital. 

“I asked someone to let me 
know when she was discharged 
but unfortunately no one did. 
When she got home she slept in 
her wheelchair as she couldn’t 
get into her bed, she was sick and 
had lost the will to live. I ques¬ 
tioned whether it was right she 
was discharged from hospital on 
June 30.” 

Carer, Kim Girling, was the last 
person to see Muriel on the night 


before her death. 

She said: “I didn’t usually visit 
Muriel so I had never met her 
before and arrived quite late 
after my other visits. She was a 
little agitated and told me to go 
but she seemed well in herself.” 

The following day Muriel was 
found dead. 

Undertaker Grahame Fawler 
was sentenced to a four month 
prison sentence in November 
last year. 

David Scott Morris, coroner for 
South and West Cambridgeshire, 
said: “Muriel didn’t want to go to 
hospital in the first place, she 
wanted to remain at home. When 
she got home she realised the 
intensity of her situation and life 
was becoming unbearable. The 
cause of death is quite clear, 
Muriel died from natural caus¬ 
es.”

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Vision 2031 
battle goes 
to the street 

A UKIP councillor who has 
spoken out against the current 
Vision 2031 plans for Haverhill is 
taking his petition to the streets. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who holds the 
county seat for Haverhill East 
and Kedington, previously told 
the Weekly News that he 
planned to start a petition 
against the current plans for 
redevelopment across Haverhill 
in the next 20 years. 

He believes that the plans for 
the town have been made 
without the residents of Haverhill 
getting a say in what they would 
like to see. 

The petition, which can now 
be signed online, will be in 
progress for the public 
consultation period for the plans, 
which started on June 18 and 
will last for eight weeks. 

Cllr Brown said: “People have 
got the chance to get in and 
share their views. 

“I am pushing to get into the 
public eye so people can see 
and understand what it actually 
means for the town.” 

The Vision 2031 plans have 
included developments for Bury 
St Edmunds and the surrounding 
rural areas as well as Haverhill. 

They detail expected growth 
for the areas over the next 20 
years as well as outlining where 
homes and other infrastructures, 
such as schools and businesses, 
can be built. 

The UKIP councillor has also 
expressed his disappointment 
that the current plans for the 
town over the next two decades 
have not been more made more 
clear to the public in the first 
instance. 

He said: “The vast majority of 
people in Haverhill don’t even 
know what Vision 2031 means 
and they don’t realise what’s 
going to be happening to their 
town.” 

Cllr Brown will be on Haverhill 
High Street collecting signatures 
from 9.30am on Saturday.

Rural Housing 
Week kicks off in 
Linton ahead of 
building work 

COUNCILLORS, architect representatives 
and housing staff celebrated Rural 
Housing Week at a Linton site where 
building work will begin in a few weeks 
time. 

Cllr Mark Howell, South Cambridgeshire 
District Council cabinet member for 
housing, and Jean Hunter, council chief 
executive, joined housing and architect 
staff at the Chalklands site in Linton to 
celebrate the national initiative. 

It also marked the imminent start of 
the building work of the first properties 
in South Cambridgeshire’s building pro¬ 
gramme of council-owned homes. 

Work on four one-bed semi-detached 
houses in Chalklands is due to start at 
the end of June, replacing an existing 
block of ten garages owned by the coun¬ 
cil. 

They are due to be completed in 2014. 

Cllr Mark Howell said: “We’re commit¬ 
ted to providing housing for local people 
and this is set to be a bumper year for 
doing just that.” 


Future of the town: it’s 
your turn to speak up 


THE set of plans which outline devel¬ 
opments for Haverhill over the next 
20 years have just started their peri¬ 
od of public consultation. 

The Vision 2031 framework, which 
also goes into plans for Bury St 
Edmunds and the surrounding rural 
areas, can be responded to up until 
August 9. 

The consultation period began on 
Tuesday. 

Haverhill has grown to having a 
population of more than 27,000 and it 
is expected that growth will continue 
in the future. 

The town-wide vision, created by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
seeks to identify exactly how 
Haverhill will grow over the next two

decades and how the demands that 
come with this expansion can be met. 

It has been estimated that a further 
4,260 new homes will have been built 
by 2031 to meet the need of growing 
households. 

Most of this housing is set to be 
located to the north-west and north¬ 
east of the town. 

As well as focusing on providing 
enough property to meet the expect¬ 
ed growth, Haverhill Vision 2031 
aspires to improve the town centre, 
create better transport links, and 
increase employment opportunities. 

Land at Hanchet End is being allo¬ 


cated to Haverhill solely for employ¬ 
ment, and the town centre will be the 
main focus for new retail, leisure and 
office development. 

Other objectives include ensuring 
there are sufficient school places, fur¬ 
ther education facilities and training. 

Following public consultation, the

Meeting was very 
encouraging 

IT was very encouraging 
to have a meeting last 
week to talk over the 
possibility of rail / 
enhanced transport links 
for the town. The Town 
council must be 
congratulated for hosting 
and promoting the 
meeting, it was very well 
attended with maybe the 
largest concentration of 
the people that plan for 
our future transport 
needs. Business folk and 
public representatives in 
one room for a long time, 
there was a mixture of 
great enthusiasm and 
pessimism (there’s no 
money, it will never 
happen mentality). 

The negative view seemed 
to mainly come from the 
people who didn’t actually 
live in the town and did 
not have to put up with the 
congested/dangerous 
A1307 on a daily basis. 
There was one school of 
thought that seemed to 
think that a bus link 
(virtual railway) with 
Stansted airport would be 
all we could hope to 
achieve in the short / 
medium term. This was 
tried a few years ago, with 
a Stansted express bus 
service and ended up 
being shelved due to lack 
of passengers after a short 
time. 

The thing is there is not 
much call for most people, 
daily, to go to Stansted. 
What we need is a stand¬ 
alone transport service 
that links Haverhill - the 
new enterprise park - 
Linton-the TWI research 
site - the new Babraham 
research site - 
Addenbrooke’s - 
Cambridge, a light railway 
or guided busway as a 


minimum. There is no use 
laying on more buses as 
they will just get snarled 
up on the congested A1307 
or stuck in the early 
morning traffic queue into 
Cambridge. 

As I have said before, most 
of the people that make 
the big decisions and have 
the power about our future 
do not live in the town and 
do not have to put up with 
the lack of health 
provision, transport and 
decent High Street 
facilities. Haverhill seems 
to be the garden shed of 
Suffolk, you know the 
thing out of the way at the 
bottom of the garden 
where you put the things 
that you don’t want 
cluttering up your nice 
house or garden (i.e. 3000 
houses), and the only 
tender loving care that you 
get is the occasional coat 
of Creosote. 

The vision 2031 is now 
out for consultation. 

Please take the time to 
look at it, but before you 
do please prepare yourself: 
it’s a bit like the one for 
Milton Keynes, 1983, 
without the shopping 


centre, hospital, railway, 
dual carriageway or 
concrete cows.

Man, 76, 
died after 
falling in 
freezing 
weather

A PENSIONER who collapsed feet 
from his front door died of hypother¬ 
mia, an inquest heard. 

Edward Smith, 76, of Duddery Court, 
Haverhill, was still alive when para¬ 
medics reached him shortly after 
3.30am on March 24. 

Doctors were unable to save the 
76-year-old, who had been lying out¬ 
side in temperatures of minus four 
degrees. An inch of snow was also cov¬ 
ering the ground. 

The inquest, which was held yester¬ 
day at Bury St Edmunds heard how Mr 
Smith, a retired factory worker, died as 
a result of hypothermia. 

Further tests showed that the pen¬ 
sioner, who was described as a loner 
and had a history of alcohol use, had 
been drinking on the night before he 
collapsed. 

Suffolk Coroner Dr Peter Dean said 
that Mr Smith had been helped home 
on a number of previous occasions 
after he had been drinking. 

Neighbour Germain Onley told he 
had earlier offered to help the pen¬ 
sioner home when he saw him leaning 
against a wall, but he refused. 

A police investigation established 
that there were no suspicious circum¬ 
stances and Mr Smith was still in pos¬ 
session of his wallet and keys when he 
was found. 

The post mortem examination 
showed that Mr Smith’s death was due 
to hypothermia with an underlying 
cause of heart disease. 

Dr Dean recorded a narrative verdict, 
that death was due to hypothermia, 
natural disease and alcohol consump¬ 
tion.

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A Taylor-made career 


Diagnosed with autism, Vinnie French’s son Taylor 
seemed closed off to the world. 

But when music therapy began to have an amazing 
effect, Vinnie made a life-changing decision - to 
become a music therapist himself

T AYLOR French is a handsome 
young chap. With his mop of 
dark hair and beautiful 
blue-green eyes, the 5-year-old - who 
loves nothing more than bashing on 
his drum kit - looks every inch the 
normal schoolboy. 

But Taylor is autistic. He rarely 
speaks, struggles to make eye 
contact, and is happiest when he 
doesn’t have to communicate with 
anyone else. 

Yet with the help of music therapy, 
Taylor is gradually coming out of his 
shell. And his dad, Vinnie, has been 
so inspired by the change in his son 
that he’s turned his back on a retail 
career and, aged 34, is now a student 
again. The aim? To become a music 
therapist, and to help children like 
Taylor realise their full potential. 

“For me it’s a no-brainer,” says 
Vinnie, who lives in Trumpington, 
Cambridge. “I’ve always loved music; 
I’ve played guitar since I was 11, 
but I never thought I’d do anything 
professional with it, it was only ever a 
hobby. But I can honestly say I would 
not be at college now had it not been 
for Taylor. He’s my one inspiration.” 

Taylor was born in fuly 2007, just 
over a year after his sister lessica, 

“and to begin with, everything was 
great,” says Vinnie. “Leigh and I 
were a young married couple, we’d 
got a boy and a girl, and everything 
seemed to be going okay with the 
development of both the kids. 

“But by the time Taylor was a 
year-and-a-half old, it became 
apparent that he wasn’t developing 
socially, as Jessica had. We had a clear 
comparison in front of us because 
they were so similar in age.” 

The main issue was that he didn’t 


respond to his name: “You could 
even shout ‘Taylor! Taylor! Taylor!’ 
and he wouldn’t turn around,” recalls 
Vinnie. “And we weren’t getting any 
words from him. None at all. 

“He was also quite repetitive with 
things; when he was sitting on my 
lap, he would often beat out a rhythm 
on my chest. I just thought ‘oh, he’s 
going to be musical’, like me. But 
as time progressed it was clear that 
something was wrong.” 

Vinnie had also noticed that Taylor 
would often hold his hands over his 
ears and, suspecting that he had 
either a hearing problem or glue ear, 
took him to the doctor. It wasn’t a 
success. 

“He’s so sensitive about his ears, 
even now, that he wouldn’t let the 
doctor near him. So the doctor 
said look, I’ll give him a course of 
penicillin, then at least if he has got 
a glue ear it’ll clear it. But it didn’t do 
anything. 

“So from then on, I began to 
read up ‘my 18-month-old is not 
responding’ - and I started to think 
about autism.” 

Piece by piece, it began to fall into 
place: Vinnie read that three factors 
- a lack of interaction, eye contact 
and communication - were key 
indicators of the condition. Taylor 
struggled with all three. 

But it was to take Vinnie 18 months 
to have Taylor officially diagnosed, 
an experience he describes as “really 
long, and really soul-destroying.” 

He began by contacting the health 
visitor: “She was here for 10 minutes, 
then said ‘no, he’s not autistic,’ and 
left. She said he’d interacted with 
her - because he’d looked at her 
when she came in - and because he’d 


‘initiated communication through 
gestures’. But I knew in my heart of 
hearts that something was not right.” 

Taylor then saw a variety of health 
professionals, from doctors to ear 
specialists to speech therapists. It 
was a stressful time for the whole 
family, as Taylor hated visiting the 
medics. “He’d panic and have an 
episode,” says Vinnie. “He would just 
have a total meltdown tantrum, just 
flip out screaming, and throw himself 
to the floor. 

“Everybody I saw was wonderfully 
friendly, and they wanted to help, 
but nobody offered a diagnosis. 

Taylor still had a problem, and I’d got 


nowhere, apart from being severely 
stressed, and severely depressed. It 
was just horrific.” 

By now, Taylor was due to start 
pre-school. But this threw up 
another problem: his total lack of 
danger awareness. “There’s no verbal 
interaction,” explains Vinnie. “So if 
he’s running into a road and you say 
‘Taylor, stop!’, he won’t understand, 
and he’ll just keep going. 

“It’s terrible. You can’t go anywhere, 
you can’t take him round people’s 
homes because he’s a very physical 
boy. He might want to run around 
and jump, and if they have their back 
door open, Taylor will run off. So I 


had some severe worries about him 
going to nursery. 

“Also he was still in nappies, so 
he needed his hygiene managed for 
him. He needed to have somebody 
with him one to one.” 

Fortunately, local primary school 
Fawcett were, he says, “absolutely 
brilliant”, and gave Taylor full-time 
help for the 15 hours a week he was 
there. But starting reception meant 
he’d need help all day, every day - 
and there was no budget for that. 

Six months later, Taylor was finally 
diagnosed as being on the autistic 
spectrum by the Child Development 
Centre (CDC) at Addenbrooke’s. For

Vinnie, it was a huge relief: “I thought my 
job was done, but I was severely wrong. 

I’d barely started.” 

Meanwhile, having read about the 
benefits of music therapy, Vinnie 
arranged for Taylor to have 10 months 
of weekly sessions at the CDC, “and we 
had an amazing music therapist; she was 
brilliant, literally fantastic,” says Vinnie. 

“It started with him being really erratic, 
running around and just playing the 
drums and nothing else. By the end 
of it we had him interacting with us. It 
basically did everything I wanted it to 
do - increased his eye contact, increased 
his communication, and massively 
increased his interaction. 

“I even heard his first words at music 
therapy. He was saying ‘one two three 
four’, and ‘ready steady go’. It was 
absolutely brilliant, and he loved it. And I 
wanted to carry that on.” 

But when Vinnie tried to get a full 
statement of special needs for Taylor, 
which would include music therapy, he 
was in for a huge disappointment. 

“To prepare a statement you have 
to focus on the negatives; everything 
that your child can’t do. As a parent, it’s 
the most soul-destroying thing to ever 
sit and do, to read reports from every 
professional involved of everything 
that’s not right. Taylor was now 4, and 
I was reading reports saying that his 
communication skills were like an 
18-month-old. It was so hard.” 

The reports were submitted to a panel, 
“but they came back and said Taylor 
could only have 25 hours of teaching 
assistance - I’d asked for 32-and-a-half- 
and no music therapy. 

“So for seven-and-a half-hours Taylor’s 
by himself. What if he had toileting 
needs? Does he walk around dirty? Who’s 
going to be watching him if he tries to 
jump the fence, like he does at home? It 
was just ridiculous. My wife felt awful, I 
did as well. I don’t think I’ve ever been so 
stressed in my life.” 

Vinnie appealed twice with no luck; it 
was only when he threatened to take the 
decision to court that Taylor was given a 
full statement. “I was elated, but at the 
same time it was disappointing that it 
took me to have to threaten a tribunal,” 
says Vinnie. “I’m very vocal and very 
confident; I don’t mind challenging, and I 
will. But what if there’s a parent that isn’t 
like that? They might just have to put up 
with that kind of decision - and that child 
is missing out. It still makes me really 
angry.” 

While all this was going on, Vinnie 
made a life-changing decision - to go 
back into education and train to become 
a music therapist. “It was something 
I could clearly do,” he says. “To move 
into a career where I can play my guitar, 
which is awesome, and be in a position 
to learn more about these conditions and 
help people, then why not? It’s a win- 
win.” 

He’s is currently completing the second 
year of a music diploma at Cambridge 
Regional College, then in September 
he’ll begin a music degree at Anglia 



Ruskin University, followed by a two-year 
masters that will lead to his new working 
life. 

“It’ll take five years, but I’m absolutely 
determined,” says Vinnie. “I’ve got 
another 30-odd years of work left to do, 
so I might as well do it in something 
that’s worthwhile. And I’m fully 
committed to achieving it.” 

Finally armed with a full statement, 
Vinnie has now been able to get Taylor 
into a special school - Castle School in 
Cambridge: “It’s been fantastic,” he says. 
“They have eight children in a class, 
it’s so set for his needs, and they do the 
music therapy there as well. 

“We’ve totally noticed a difference. It’s 
been a long road, but we’ve done it now, 
and we’re in a better place.” 

There’s now a third addition to the 
French family; little Lillie, who’s 2. And 
despite Taylor’s issues, the children are, 
says, Vinnie, a happy bunch. “The girls 
don’t know any different, and obviously 
there’s times when things can be 
frustrating for them - if they’re playing 
with something and Taylor takes it - but 
all in all they’re absolutely brilliant. I do 
feel bad: some autistic children don’t like 
physical contact, and I know of parents 
with autistic kids who can’t hug their 
child. But Taylor always wants a cuddle. 
He’ll want me to pick him up, he’ll cuddle 
Lillie - he’s a very loving boy. 

“He’s absolutely fine: there’s nothing 
wrong with him, he just autistic - he just 
needs to be in a safe environment, and to 
be understood. 

“I remember I was at a shop once,” he 
adds with a smile, “and somebody had 
one of those charity boxes, and said ‘do 
you want to give some money to help 
cure autism?’ And I said ‘no, I don’t. That 
would imply that there’s something 
wrong with my son’. There’s nothing 
wrong with my son, he just looks at the 
world differently.” 

For now, Vinnie is taking each day as 
it comes. “I don’t know what the future 
is going to bring, if Taylor will be self- 
sufficient or if he’ll live with us for the 
rest of our lives,” he says. “There’s always 
that concern, and I’m sure there’ll be 
battles in the future. But for the moment 
we’re content with how things are. And 
I’ll always be there for him.”

World War Z (15,116 mins) 

SOME of Hollywood’s most 
glittering triumphs have been 
snatched from the slavering 
jaws of defeat. 

Cone With The Wind 
was shot by three different 
directors and suffered 
numerous delays, yet the 
sweeping 1939 romance 
reigned supreme at the Oscars 
with eight statuettes including 
Best Picture and Best Director. 
Joseph L Manciewicz's 1963 
epic Cleopatra was beset 
with similar problems, almost 
bankrupting studio Twentieth 
Century Fox when the budget 
ballooned from $2 million 
to $44 million. Lead stars 
Elizabeth Taylor and Richard 
Burton began a very public 
affair, which incurred the moral 
indignation of audiences, yet 
the dazzling historical drama 
still garnered four Oscars. 

Now comes Brad Pitt's 
post-apocalyptic zombie 
action horror, which has been 
plagued by rumours of on-set 
traumas and was delayed by 
six months to allow filmmakers 
to completely rewrite and 
reshoot the final showdown. 

If poisonous word of mouth 
could slay a picture before it 
has even screened, World War 
Z would be as lifeless as the 
hordes of computer-generated 


undead that cram every frame 
of Marc Forster's ill-fated film. 
From this mire though, Forster 
and three screenwriters have 
bolted together a compelling 
survival thriller that is not 
the catastrophe the gossip- 
mongers predicted - but also 
not as slick and suspenseful 
as cast and crew would have 
wished. 

Gerry Lane (Pitt) is a retired 
United Nations investigator, 
who devotes his time to his 
wife Karin (Mireille Enos) and 
daughters Constance (Sterling 
Jerins) and Rachel (Abigail 
Hargrove). During a drive 
through Philadelphia, the Lanes 
witness the spread of a disease 
which transforms men, women 
and children into merciless 
predators with a single bite. 

Gerry's old boss at the 
UN, Thierry Umutoni (Fana 
Mokoena), guarantees Karin, 
Constance and Rachel passage 
on an aircraft carrier if Gerry 


will agree to travel behind 
enemy lines to discover the 
source of the outbreak. 

The search moves from a 
military base in South Korea 
to Jerusalem and finally to a 
World Health Organisation 
compound in Wales where 
Gerry and an Israeli soldier 
(Daniella Kertesz) join four 
doctors (Peter Capaldi, 
Pierfrancesco Favino, Ruth 
Negga, Moritz Bleibtreu) in 
the frantic race against time 
for a cure. 

World War Z boasts a 
cracking opening 60 minutes, 
directed at breakneck speed 
by Forster, who captures the 
pandemonium as the infected 
swarm like rabid animals. 

The dramatic momentum 
slows noticeably in the 
rewritten final act that feels 
out of kilter with the rest 
of the film but does at least 
permit close-ups of the 
infected.

B^ast away 

the blackspot 


AS if aphids, vine weevil and lily beetle aren’t 
trouble enough for us all at this time of year, 
when your roses show signs of blackspot you may 
wonder if it’s time to throw in the trowel. 

While blackspot used to be a disease confined 
to the south of England, now it's all over the 
UK, causing defoliation and 
stunted growth to roses 
nationwide. 

This unsightly fungal disease 
is hard to eradicate as it lurks 
over winter on fallen leaves 
and diseased stems, spreading 
on to healthy new leaves as 
spring returns. 

There are many blackspot 
sprays on the market, claiming 
to provide a protective barrier 
which kills fungal spores on 
the leaves as they germinate. 

A recent trial by Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers' Association magazine, put eight such 
products to the test between April and October 
last year. 

The products were tested on 'Silver Jubilee' 
roses as they are a modern variety, more resistant 
to blackspot than older varieties and more typical 
of the roses you might buy today. The roses were 


planted at a site known to carry the blackspot 
fungus and by June blackspot had appeared on 
the plants, at which point treatment was started, 
following the instructions supplied, while a 
number of bushes were left untreated. 

The trial found that any chemical-based 
product was better than 
nothing and that they all 
slowed the progress of the 
disease to a similar degree. 

While none of the products 
completely stopped the 
disease, testers recommend 
Bayer Garden Systhane Fungus 
Fighter Concentrate (£5.99 for 
300ml, makes 15 litres); Scotts 
Fungus Clear Ultra (£6.99 for 
225ml, makes 15 litres); and 
Bayer Garden Multirose 2 
Ready-to-use (£5.75 for 1 litre). 

However, trials found that the organic product 
which was tested, Vitax Organic 2-in-1 Pest and 
Disease Control ready-to-use spray, comprising a 
blend of sesame oil and fish oils, didn't make any 
difference to the roses and blackspot took hold 
of them in the same way as the untreated plants. 

You will have to be persistent with spraying to 
keep the barrier on the leaves in place, and spray 


early, as the leaf buds burst if the blackspot was 
present the previous year. 

If you don't want to go down the chemical 
route, there are other ways of controlling 
blackspot. 

Pick off affected leaves and burn fallen leaves, 
and give plants a high potash feed, as potash 
deficiency may make blackspot worse. 

Buy disease-resistant varieties such as the 
gallicas and albas and modern shrub roses like 
the rugosas. Good resistance to disease is also 
found among newer varieties of English and 
Modern bush roses. Good choices include Rosa 
gallica 'Versicolor', with its semi-double, pink 
flowers striped crimson, Rosa alba 'Konigin 
von Danemark', which produces glowing pink 
blooms, and the wonderfully fragrant English 
rose 'Gertrude Jekyll', which bears beautiful rich 
pink flowers. 

If you keep your plants well fed and in the 
right place - preferably in a sunny spot with 
good drainage - they'll be less susceptible to 
disease. Remember, roses are hungry feeders 
so you would do well to apply a thick mulch of 
well-rotted organic matter and ensure good air 
circulation. 

When watering, water the soil, not the leaves, 
and prune in spring to remove infected stems.
